A prominent revenue officer of Moat/- 


pellier, Trance, named Bon, conceived the 
idea of using culm-eb aa a substitute for 
Kilk. 
The notion was not a new one. lu 


1G(J5, when, one day, near Meraeburg, Ger- 
m.my, the fields, meadows and trees Tv^re 
cohered by masses of peculiar, blue cob- 
\rfcbb, the women of that town, both mar- 
ried and unmarried, wanted to preserve 
souvenirs of the stmnge phenomenon. 
They therefore by spinning made orna- 
mental strings and similar trinkets t£ the 
colm ebs. 


Bon had gloves and stockings manufac- 


tured of common cobwebs, and sent theee 
arlick-s, together with a treatise on the 
raising of spiders, to the Academy of 
Sciences at Paris in 1700. A commissiOD 
was appointed for examining these propo- 
sitions, to which commifcbion the famous 
natur.ili.st Reaumur belonged, the inventor 
of a thermometer still hearing bis name. 
He showed that, Bon's plan was impracti- 
cable because nat enough uk-p could be pro- 
cured for feeding the spiders kept for 
brredinq. This seems to be credible, if one 
considejs that nearly 700,000 spiders would 
yield oiiiy one pouudof silk. Bou'sidea was 
repeatedly revived, and particularly Amer- 
ican spiders, yielding a more compact 
thread, were recommended, but cloths 
m.-decf cohweb silk always remain curi- 
osilic"J. Thus the I-'rench naturalist d'Or- 
bigny iiad a pair of solid trousers for which 
South American epidu-s had furnished the 
raw matenal. 


Reaumur, however, went further than 


Bon. 
"Why shall we borrow from ani- 


m;Js?''he asked. "If a common worm i* 
able to change the foliage it eats into silk, 
nun, with his higher intellect, should be 
abh-. too, to make silk of simiUr things.1* 
Yet Reaumur failed when he attempted to 
prepare .silk of gunia and rosins. In the 
niLjnl line mankind has advanced, chemis- 
tr\ has bt.cn greatly improved, and at Paris 
they now manufacture silk of wood. 


In this respect even two methods have 


bec'mie known of late—that of Chardou- 
net and another of Du Vivier, which both. 
in reality, are basvd upon the same con- 
trivances. If one pours nitric and- sul- 
phuric add, not particularly concentrated 
ami in a limited quantity, upon cotton, con- 
si-^ing of ci-lluiosc i.woody substance), one 
rccen es a kmd of w eak gun cotton that, 
placed into a mixture of ether and alcohol, 
becomes a niucoiu mass known as coiro- 
dir,u. 
Exposed to the air this mass be- 


comes solid again by volatilization of the 
ettcr and the alcohol. The two French 
chemists named prepare of wood a r.'ng-a 
similar to collodion that, placed in water, 
becomes solid nearly instantaneously. From 
this mass under water threads are spun 
that are called artificial silk. 


It is a well known fact that artificial 


prjducts are always inferior to natural 
products. This is also the case with the 
artificial silk just described. It is glossy, 
it is true, but it differs in some degree from 
natural or genuine silk, particularly by its 
combustibility. It burns- with a brighter 
fiamethan silk proper, wool,orevcu cotton. 
Ij:ulit_s therefore wearing such stuff will do 
well particularly to beware of coming in 
contact with fire. 


Neverthc-lesji the beginning has been 


made of producing artificial silk at the la 
boratory. Perhaps the time will come when 
man will excel the silkworm in the produc- 
tion of silk. For the present, however, the 
silkworm still excels mail in this respect. 
—Philadelphia Press. 


Snnfl" Tailing In Olden Times. 


Although the origin of snuff taking 


has not been recorded, smoking takes 
th 3 precedence and has outlived th* 
En lifting habit. Gradually it was dis- 
covered that the powder of tobacco pos- 
sessed an agreeable odor. It was used 
as a perfume about the >ear 170:?. the 
early snuff fakers carrying with them a 
email grater, with wtsch they reduced 
the tobacco to powder. Snuffboxes of 
course sprang inro use with the spread 
of the habit, which received a fresh im- 
petus from a discovery made by accident. 


A Dubhu tobacconist named Lumdy- 


fa.it had his shop accidentally destroyed 
by fire, and while gazing at the ruins 
noticed that his poor neighbors were 
gi .theriug the snuff from the canisters. 
He tested tlie snuff and found that tho 
fire had largely improved the pungency 
nnd aroma. He secured another store, 
built a lot of ovens, subjected the snnff 
to a heating process, bestowed :ipon it a 
taking name and made a fortune. 


Snuffboxes were popular with the sec- 


ond empire. The proceeding possessed 
a certain Napoleonic flavor and boasted 
of imperial tradition. 
Napoleon was 


seldom without a snuffbox and took 
prodigious quantities. George IV car- 
ric-d a box, but only pretended to apply 
tl.e powder to his nose. At the regi- 
mental mess tables of the time srraff- 
boxes were sent round with tho decan- 
ters after dinner.—Washington Star.

The Science of Freezing. 


Tho production of artificial cold, says 


a scientific writer, has during the last l-"i 
years become quite an important indns- 
try. "Freezing machines" are now 
among the permanent requisites of civi- 
lized life. The refrigeration of perishable 
articles of food for transport by ship 
stands first on the long list of commer- 
cial applications of tho science. The 
problem was first solved by the con- 
struction of the Boll-Coleman air ma- 
chine. an apparatus so well thought out 
and perfected that in its first trial a car- 
go of meat of the value of £S,000 waa 
transported acre -s the Atlantic in a per- 
fectly fresh condition. 


In tho cold air freezing machines now 


employed on board ships for the trans- 
port of moat from Australia, New Zea- 
la ud and A merioa the meat is placed in 
k.rge chambers, tho walls of which are 
d-mble, the interspace being filled with 
-n ood charcoal as a nonconducting ma- 
terial. A jet of intensely cold air is de- 
livered into the chamber at each stroke 
of the piston of the expansion cylinder, 
and the temperature of the chamber is 
thus kept at or near the freezing point 
during the whole voyage. — Leisure Hour.
